T. BLANTON 
Several people have been asking 
how to control the worms in their 
good peaches.

them that the Curculio worm is a

The plum Curculio is one of the 
' most serious insect pests of the fruit 
j of the peach.

punctures and_ larval tun­ 
nel through the fruit, feeding on the 
pulp. 
The most effective control is to 
gather the affected peaches “drops” 
during May and the first part of 
June.
